Paul Road Fails to Obey orders and a 
Wreck Results in Which Two Lives 
Are Lost, Including Bis Own—Passen- | 
pers Injured—Story of the Engineer of 
the Freight Train—The Coroner's In- 
quest. 


Councit. Biurrs, Ia., Oct. 29.—[ Special. |— 
A disastrous wreck occurred late last night 
on the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul road 
about five miles east of this city. The Chi- 
cago limited left here at 9:57 p. m with a 
large number of passengers. Before the 
train departed from the local depot the 
conductor received orders to meet a 
west-bound freight at Giendale, four miles 
east of here, which order was hanged to the 
engineer, but for some reason was not 
obeyed. When about a mile beyond Glen- 
dale the west-bound freight ana the passen- 
ger train came together With territic force. 
The engines telescoped, and the combination 
express and baggage car, the smoking-car, 
and one passenger coach were pilea upon 
each other. 

Immediately after the collision the wreck 
took fire; and a new and frightful danger 
threatened the unfortunates who were 
buried in the wrecked coachas. Those of tne 
passengers who were uninjured at once went 
to work, dssisted py the  trainmen, 
to release the imprisoned. passen- 
gers, and by hard and determined 
work succeeded in releasing, every one ex- 
cepting an Italian construction laborer 
named Gellot, who was consumed in the 
wreck of the smoker.

Orrawa, III., Oct. 29. —[Speciat.|—The Su- 
preme Court this afternoon the ap- 
plication of Frank J. Woodruff for a habeas 
corpus, and filed an opinion in ‘support of 
the decision.

England is at least as well 
situated as the United States in respect to 
the possession of raw materials, abundant 
capital, cheap transportation, and the ability 
to use machinery and steam power. in & 
free contest the victory would go to the 
country which could get the labor cost of 
production fower thao the other. Of course 
such a contest would greatly cheupen goods, 
reduce the cost of living in this country, ana 
benefit the people as consumers, but tne fact 
not to be overlooked is that such results can 
be attained only by lowering the wages of 
American labor substantially te the level of 
free trade England. 


_ ANNEXATION Is SUSTAINED. . 

Mr. True. the sole survivor of the defunct 
City of Lake View, of which he was the 
Treasurer, departed this life yesterday morn- 
ing. The Supreme Court disposed of him 
with one of its little decisions. After tne 
people of Lake View had y¢ted for annexa- 
tion Mr. True, perhaps with an eye to the 
interest on the 8100, 000 of deposits which he 
held, refused to recognize the validity of the 
vote, He said that all the other inhabitants 
might become Chicagoans. but that he should 
remain a Lake-Viewer. He would stick by 
the shiv, like Casabianca, though all but he 
had fied. So he hired a lawyer and prepared 
for war. 

Demand was made on him that he turn 
over to the city the moneys he had on hand. 
He refused, and even insisted that the 
County Treasurer should turn over to him 
what Lake View taxes he had in his pos- 
session. When he did not do it Mr. True 
brougnt suit to force him todo so. He took 
the ground necessarily that there haa been 
no legal annexation, the only point on which 
his counsel placed. any reliance being that 
by the union of the two municipalities the 
aggregate debt of Chicago was increased. 
But inasmuch as the city was already in- 
debted beyond the constitutional limitation 
it was claimed that the assumption of the 
debt of Lake View, even though the 
territory’ of that municipality. was 
taken in at the same time, was i! 
legal. Judge Tuthill, who heard the case, 
was not struck by this argument, which was 
fully answered by the counsel for the city, 
who showed that the effect of annexation 
was to lessen the amount by which Chicago 
exceeded the 5 per cent limitation, so that it 
owed less after than before annexation. The 
decision was against Mr. True, who took an 
appeal to the Supreme Court, which yester- 
day gave an opinion sustaining Judge Tuthili 
and declaring .annexation valid. The best 


thing the ex-Treasurer can do, therefore, is 


to pay to the city what he has kept it out of 
so long, tile interest on deposits inciuded. 
The promptness of thc Supreme Court 
shows. how little stock it took in the argu- 
ments made for Mr. True. At the time of the 
first annexation of Hyde Park it required the 
Judges some months to make up their minds. 
This time they have done it as soon as the 
case and arguments were submitted to them. 
There stili remains to be passed on the ques- 
tion Whether the school districts as such 
were aunexed, so as to bring the schools 
within the jurisdiction of the City Board of 
Education. No one doubts, however, that 
that will be decided in favor of the city and 
that the last cloud on the full, absolute, and 


perfect title of Chicago to her annexed terri- 


tory will be removed. 


POSSIBLE COST OF THE DRAINAGE SYSTEM. 

The senior Democratic organ seems doubt- 
ful as to the wisdom of organizing un- 
der the Drainage act, because uo one 
knows,” it says, not even the experts, 
what the cost of the proposed cut is to be,” 
As a matter of exact figures, that is true. 
Until the bids have been opened on the let- 
tings no one can tell exactly what the con- 
tractors will ask for doing the work. it is 
also true that the Trustees, if they are honest 
and energetic, will keep the expenses of the 
work millions below what it will cost if done 
by Trustees who are incumpetent and ex- 


travagant. These are the inevitable un- 


certainties which attach eg about every great 
undertaking. 

It does not foliow, a that the probable 
cost of the drainage channel and its incidentals 
is veiled In the plackness of darkness. There 
are data from which the maximum cost of 
the work can be pretty accurately computea. 


It will take as much money to make the ten- 


mile rock cut from Lemont to Lockport as to 
do the rest of the work South Branch widen- 
ing and deepening, canal enlargement to 
Summit, dredging out in the river bea a 
deeper channel to Lemont, where the stone- 
work begins, and the construction of any inci- 
dental ditch which may be deemed necessary.

_. OVERESTIMATED CROPS. 

Some foolish things were said at the con- 
vention of farmers in St. Louis last week. 
These were duly réported, while the wi 
sayings did not all find their way into the 
papers, The reason for this is that the re- 
marks were made privately, the convention 
proving the truth of an old idea that the 
most good done at such gatnerings is 
achieved id personal conversations between 
those who attend them. There is one point 
on which many of the farmers were in ac- 
cord, and some expressed themselves strong- 
ly on the subject. It was on the injustice 
done them as u class by the official statistics 
of ofop yield that have been sent out from 
Washington for several years past. 

The idea prevailed, and it is entertained by 
not afew intelligent men other than farmers, 
that the statistician has persistentiy leaned 
to the theory of big crops, and that in doing 
so he/has been acting in the interest of men 
whose business it is to do all they can to de- 
press prices of farm products, It is well 
enough to listen to high sounding talk about 
enormous yield in some localities at the ex- 
pense of the rest, but when it comes to mass- 
ing all these claims and giving them weight 
in sending forth to the world an official state- 
ment of the total a pardonabie pride is grati- 
fied at the expense of the men who produce 
the grain wo 1 the subject of exaggera- 
tion. 

Take the wheat orop- as an example, that 
being the one most talked about by the 
farmers at the St. Louis meeting. The esti- 
mates of the last six jears, with one excep- 
tion, have been understood to warrant the 
belief that a large surplus remained over at 
the beginning of each harvest, and a com: 
parison of the figures was used several times 

t summer to prove that there was a big 
stock of old wheaton hand in July. Subse- 
2 experience proves that nothing could 
ha ve been further from the truth. Reserves 
were never nearer the point of exhaustion 
than when the new wheat of this year began 
to move, and the tapidity with which it was 
taken to fili”empty bins and provide for 
cu t milling requirements was sub- 
jett for astonishment with those who 
toon the trouble to keep track of 
the movement. In spite of heavy receipts,

According to figures, official and other- 
wise, we ought now to have on hand fully a 
third of the yield of last yoar, and the recent 
decline in, prices was in great part brought 
about by a belief in that tneory. But it turns 
out that shippers are unable to buy old corn, 
and the stock in this city decreased one-third 
last week because little of the new is fit for 
market. 

It was quietly suggested that if the crop 
Statistician at Washington leaned as much 
the other way as he has uniformly done in 
the direction of liberal grain estimates it 
would make a difference Of not far from 100 
million dollars per year to the selling value 
of the wheat and corn crops. This may ve an 
exage@erated view of the case, and if not it 
ought not to be desired to correct one official 
fault by another. But it may fairly be 
claimed that the overestimates which have 
been issued at the expense of the fa mers 
have for each of several years past made a 
difference of more than the amount stated— 
100 millions of dollars—in the selling value of 
ali the crops of the farm in the United States. 
Under such conditions it 18 no wonder that 
many farmers are disposed to regard Mr. 
Dodge as their worst enemy, and fervently 
desire a change in the head of his bureau. 


PRICE OF COFFEE. 

A retiring member of the New York Coffee 
Exchange has fired a parting shot which if it 
does not go round the worid has at least been 
heard in the Mississippi Valley and doubtiess 
in other areas equally remote from the place 
of discharge. He says that speculation en- 
hances the price of coffee artificially to such 
an extent that the people of this country are 
paving $20,000,000 per year more for their 
coffee than is justified by the relation of sup- 


ply to the demand for consumption, and 


cites as proof the fact that thougn the crop 
of last year was fully 30 per cent above the 
average the price today is twice that of a 
few years ago. 

Men in the coffee trade here do not seem 
inclined to indorse the position of the retir- 
ing member, and some of them hint at the 
spasmodic virtue of the gambler who thought 
faro was all right so long ashe was a winner 
but denounced it as sinful when he found 
himself on the losing side. It is doubtful if 
the price of coffee has been permanently ele- 
vated by speculative dealing in it, but the 
point could not be settled without taking 
averagos extending over atime sufficiently 
long to baiance the effect of excitements on 
either side. For instance, it would not be 
fair to compare prices now with those of a 
littie more than two years ago, when they 
were unduly depressed, and remained down 
for several months. Looking at the case in a 
general way it may even be said that the 
result should be contrary to that charged. 
This for the reason that thé men who buy 
coffee with intent to sell it w retailers or 
consumers are interested in seemg prices 
remain firm, because weakness involves a 
diminishing value of stocks in hand, which 
entails relative if not actual loss in holding. 
But it is different with mere s jators. They 
range themselves on opposite sides of tne 
deal abd buy or sell just as the varying con- 
ditions indicated by reports seem to them to 
favor an up or a down movement in the mar- 
ket. At first glance the chances might seem 
to be equal. But on king more closely it 
will be evident taat cost of carrying the 
property from one month toanother confers a 
greater chance of profit to the short seller 
than to the buyer for future delivery, since 
the first named must be the gainer if no rise 
in cash price accompanies the lapse of time 
named in the contract, And it may be noted 
that just now. the long futures are at a dis- 
count from spot prices, this being due to 
a preponderance of short selling induced 
by reports of good promise for the next crop. 

It may be laid down as a broad rule that 
there can be no permanent inflation of prices 


of natural products as a result of speculative 


buying and selling. A rise in quotations of 
sufficient magnitude to stimulate increased 
production will always bring on the market 
a larger supply at some time in the not 
distant future, and this fact is sure 
to be discounted by the keen-nosed 
bears in advance of its occurrence. Such a 
rise and fall have often been witnessed in the 
Chicago markets for grain and other prod- 
uce. It is different with that class of 
“properties” the volume of which is con- 
trolled by comparatively a few men. It is 
fair to assert that the vast mass of railroad 
securities that are floating around a little 
vortex in Wall street would not be selling 
within 20 per cent of their present nominal 
value, and doubtful if a considerable part of 
them would exist at all but for the gambling 
which is called trading in stocks. The judi- 
cious manufacturer of securities does not 
emit them till after a careful canvass of the 
ground has satisfied him that he can sell 
them to some one else, unloading them on 
the street, and the supply is increased 
from time to time to suit the vary- 
ing demand. A similar remark may be 
made with regard to the issues of trust and 
other stocks that are traded in on the Chi- 
cago exchange. It is speculative buying and 
selling that confers on them a large part of 
their value, and they resemble the ball which 
is only kept in the air by virtue of strokes 
from opposing players. The complained of 
speculation in coffee does not belong to this 
class. It is true it may be deprecated as 
gambling, aud therefore conferring no vene- 
fit on the community, but that does not prove 
that it tends to a permanent elevation of 
prices any more than does the speculation 
which has allowed corn. and oats to sell in 
this market last week at the lowest prices 
known for many years vast. 


COLONIZING SWEDES IN VERMONT. 

The authorities of the State of Vermont 
have at last perfectec zue arrangements for 
the settlement of two Swedish colonies, 
which it is hoped will be followed by many 
more, till the unoccupied and cultivable 
lands of the Commonwealth have all been 
occupied. It is thought that when a begin- 
ning has once deen made the rest will be 
easy, and that many sturdy Scandinavians 
will follow in the footsteps of the first com- 
ers. These two colonies, which are expected 
to reach the country next spring, consist of 
twenty-five families, with about five to the 
family. They will take up in all 2,500 acres, 
or 100 to the family. These lands are soid at 
from $3 to $5 per acre. For the first year the 
purchasérs pay only taxes and interest. The 
second and succeeding years they pay $100 
till the purchase price is covered. The seller

But before Haynes voted 
with Harris on the question the latter had to 
promise to call his committee immediately for 
the consideration of the bonds, Harris, having 
fooled the new Alderman, failed to keep his 
promise. He has not called his committee to- 
gether, and Haynes, in defense of his own honor, 


had to expose the trickery and deceit of Harris - 


in the Council Monday evening, The latter, not 
content with betraying his constituents, be- 
trayed his colleagues also in order that an enor- 
mously weaithy brewer may be enabied to stuff 
$100,000 a year of the people's money into his 
already full pocket. There is nothing meaner 
or more contemptible or disgraceful in the his- 
tory of municipal politics, And when charged 
with the disgraceful conduct Monday evening 
Harris had not one word to say in defense of his 
conduct. What do tne Republicans of tne 
Eighteenth Ward think of their representative? 
And what do the Twelfth-Warders think of the 
bloviant, treacherous Campbell, who tried to 
come to his rescue when Haynes made the ac- 
cusation against him?

LOCKED- WIRE ROPE, 


An Invention Which Will Revolutionize 
Wire Rope Making. 


A style of wire rope, quite new in this coun- 


try, although it has been use for a year or

duces the wear to a minimum, not only of 
the rope itself but of the drums and sheaves 
on which it runs. 

rience has shown that under similar 

conditions -wire rope will wear from 
two to three times as long as 4a ordinar 
rope of eqnal diameter and of like materi 
and it has less weight and size than rope of 
the older kinds of make of corresponding 
strength. A rope of one inch diameter 
weighing two and one-fifth pounds per foot 
can stand, if of steel, a breaking stress of 
86,000 pounds, if of iron, 40,000 pounds, and 
can be worked overa drum or sheave five 
feet in diameter. Hoisting sockets are used 
in connection with this rope which have 
conical thimbles for securing the end of 
the rope and preventing its being drawn 
back out of the socket. Coupling sockets 
and tali end sockets are used for joining the 
ends of two ropes together. Electric weid- 
ing can also be most advantageously used, 
and a neater, more effective, or more expe- 
ditious method of tailing one rope on an- 
other does not exist. 

For cables, ships’ rigging, anchor rope 
elevator hoists, tackles, and purchases of 
every kind in every-day use, as well as for 
mining use and traction purposes, it would 
seem as though this system of locked-wire 
rope was particularly well adapted.

A Canadian View of Unrestricted Reciproc- 
ity. 

Port Arthur Herald: The cry that Great 
Britain would not allow Canada to enter into 
a fair trade arrangement with the United 
States has no foundation to rest upon.

HOW THEY MAKE KEY WEST CIGARS. 


A Glimpse of the Tobaceo Factories and 
Cuban Workména. 

Key Wrst, Fla., Oct. 28.~-A visit to the 
cigar factories of Key West would repay any 
tourist. The finest leaf from Northwestern 
Cuba, from tne Vuelta Abajo, Partidas, and 
Vuelta Arrjba is brought to our shores, 
where, under the same climatic influences, it 
is rolled into cigar shape. While a novice 
can-roll a cigar that will smoke, considera- 
bie practice is necessary to become ex- 
pert enough to earn $25 or $85 per week, 
because workmen are paid according to the 
number ot cigars rolled. The operator roils 
together sufficient quantity of material to 
form the filling of one cigar. Experienceen- 
ables him to select leaves of uniform grade. 
This fliling may also be made by machinery, 
but tae best Havana brands are always rolled 
by hand. The filler is then wrapped in the 


inner cover, which is an oblong piece of leaf, 


then rolled to bring it into proper shape, and 
then rolied in the outer dover or wrapper, 
which is so shaped as to inclose the whole in 
a spiral cover, beginning at the tuick end 
and running down to the fine point, where it 
is dexterously finished by twisting to a point 
between the fingers. The cigar is then al- 
lowed either to naturally or the process 
is hurried by artificial heat. 
The finest brand of Havana cigars is the 
“ veguera,” after which come the “ regalias.” 
The former are made of the leaf when half 
ee no water is used, but the latter, or 
made from the dampened, dried 
leaf, are in no way superior to the Key West 
Cigar made from the same leaf. While the 
word “legitima” brands 4 Havana cigar as 
made in that city and of Cuban tobacco, the 
brand Key West cigar does vit mean that 
he was manufactured y 9 West, be- 
cause pa and Jackson vil! »ein in the 
same internal revenue distriu..4, are taking 
advantage of that fact by turning out Key 
West” and it is for this reason that 


Key West wishes to have its own separate 


district for the better protection of its brands 
of cigars. Tampa and Jacksonville have not 
the nme climate as Key West ana Cuba, and 
putting the et of those two cities on the 
market as of “Key West make injures 
that brand just as much asthe California 
wines made in Chicago injure the reputation 
of the genutne brands from the Pacific slope. 

While it is all bustle and work at Key West 
during the day, after working hours itisa 
singularly quiet town. mild, soft even- 
ings permit families to sit in tlie open air, 
and m strollmg through the streets at night 
the lighted ends of cigars and cigarettes ure 
so thick in front of the houses as to remind 
one of flrehies. The little darkies and the 
children of the poorer classes of Cubans play 
together on a footing of social equality. 

The characteristics and tastes of different 
nations as smokers are as well known to the 
Key West manufacturer as to the retailer. 
For the English market a heavy, strong, rich- 

y-flavored cigar is the favorite, while for the 
ntinent a mild, quick-burning one must be

A STAMPEDE TO GET OUT. 


‘THREE ROADS TO WITHDRAW FROM 
THE GENTLEMEN'S ASSOCIATION. 


The Union Pacific-Northwestern Deal 
Stirs Up the Bori:ngton, St. Paul, and 
Roch Islaud to Fever Heat—They Are 
Disgusted with the Trickery Resorted 

o by the Manipviators, and They Have 


Further Use for thé Gentiemen’s 


Association—Other Railway News. 
It is understood that the Chicagd, Burling- 


ton & Quincy, Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul, and Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific- 


Railway companies will at once withdraw 
from the Gentlemen's Association. The 
Burlington’s notice of withdrawal will be 
handed in today and the Milwaukee & St. 
Raul and Rock Island, it js said, will follow 
suit, Ifthe “gentlemen’s agreement” can 
survive this assault by tue companies most 
active in its organization it has a tenacity for 
life which would be truly marvelous. The 
reasons assigned by the companies for with- 
drawing from tne association .are that the 
articles by which the Gentlemen’s Associa- 
tion was established provided that divis- 
jons of all through rates be arranged through 
the association; that the principal purpose 
of the assoqjation was to secure an equitable 
division of the trale without violat- 
ing the probibitory provisions of the 
inter-State commerce law; that the articles 
of association were proposed ‘mainiy by 
Charies Francis Adams, President of the 
Union Pacific railway company, and Marvin 
Hughitt, President of the Chicago & North- 


western railway company, presided at the 


meetings which perfected the organization. 
While remaining permanent and influential 
members of the association, the above named 
companies have entered into a contract with 


each other, the purpose of whichds to exclude 


all companies other than themselves and 


those controlled by the Vanderbilts from any 


participation in any through traffic which 
either of them can control. The arrange- 
ment between the Union Pacific and North- 
western was made through the association, 
and does not contemplate any division of 
traffic, equitably or otherwise. | 
It is not probable that the parties who con- 
summated the Union Pacific-Vanderbilt deal 
expected the Gentlemen’s Association 
would survive their attack upon it. 
Tun Trrsune has frequentiy referred to 
‘the.fact that the Union Pacific joined the 
association for the purpose of gaining cer- 
tain personal ends. President Adams stated 
@ short time ago that, after having obtained 
those ends, he did not care whether the 
Gentlemen’s Association survived or not. 
The Northwestern was more politic; it pre- 
tended to be heartily in favor of the con tinu- 
ance of the association, but events have 
proven that it was animated by the same 
motives as the Union Pacific. In fact, — 
Gentlemen's Association was usen by 
Charles Francis Adams and his coadjutors 
to cover up their conspiracy against compa- 
nies with which they were in competition. 
Chairman Walker, it is said, was aware of 
this conspiracy, and his failure to acquaint 
the roads in the association of what was go- 
ing on is most severely criticised. The man- 
agers of the Western roads now recollect 
that it was Charles Francis Adams who dis- 
covered Mr. Walker and iagisted that he must 
be elected Chairman of the association, Mr. 
Walker evidently perceived that some of the 
blame for the consummation of the Union 
Pacitic deal without tne knowledge of the

If the Rock Island says the tripartite agree- 
ment is still in force then it must give us all 
its Denver business, and for what purpose is 
the Rock Island now in Denver? © tripar- 
tite agreement was broken by the withdraw- 
al of the Northwestern and was made worth- 
less by the building of other lines westward, 
notably the Rock Island. The Nortawestern 
was. already reaching o Denver 
and might soon start tor more 
in our system. Now, 
insteaa of a competitor the Northwestern 
becomes a close ally, extending our system 
to Lake Superior and Chicago, and if need 
be to the Atlantic seaboard through the Van- 
derbilt lines. The Northwestern takes care 
of the whole of our west-bound traffic, and 
we take care of all east-bound business for 
ten years, with an Arbitrauon ard to 7 ma 
vent friction and settle differences, This 
preserves to the Union Pacific its arbitrary 
allowances for ten years, and against these 
tne other lines had been whittling away uatil 
there was danger that we should have noth- 
ing left but a prorata mileage basis.”’
